Washington,  M«rcb  —  In  com- 
ntcntlng  on  the  deckiicn  of  the  court 
of  appeals  of  the  District,  of  Colnm- 
bJa,  whereby  tiie  !ii:'.::i<  •:.)!!  niitiiined 
hy  the  Bucks  Stove  and  Itauge  com- 
pauy  in  Justice  Otrald's  court  against 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  is 
modifjed  so  as  to  permit  fre«'  refer- 
ence to  the  stove  company  in  the  col- 
umns of  the  American  Federationist. 
except  by  inclusion  In  tne  "We  Don't 
Patronlxo  List,"  President  Goppers 
said: 

•Tl-.Q  dissent intc  oi)inion  of  Chief 
.Tustkt'  Sl'.epard  is  t'Xaftly  that  for 
whun  thi'  It'dt'iation  lias  l)»'eu  all 
aionjc  contciidiiiu;.  so  far  as  it  r<'f<;rs 
to  the  frt  rilom  nf  thr  pi-'ss.  The 
rlyht  to  fi'.-'-ly  "  Xir-'ss  fjpinioiis  is  a 
I't.nstilutioual  i:uaranty.  Tht-rt'  is 
Ttoihiiig  libelous  in  anything  the  fed- 
eiation  has  puMisticd  in  connectiOS 
with  this  whole  case." 

The  decision  was  handed  dOWn  by 
Justice  Hobb.  and  holds  that  the  de- 
tree  should  be  nioditied  to  the  extent 
that  it  shall  only  restrain  tlie  d(  fend- 
ants  from  cons|)irins  or  coiahininj;  to 
boycott  tlie  Uucka  Stov>^  and 
Kai's-M^  conii)an>  .  oi  i  lirt-att-niii^  or  de- 
claring any  boycott  or  assisting 
therein,  and  from  printing  the  name 
of  tiie  complainant,  its  business  or 
prodiu  t  in  the  We  Don't  Patronize" 
or  '•nnfalr  list." 

Justice  Van  Orsdel  concurred  fully 
In  the  conclusion  reached  by  Justice 
Robb.  but  by  a  differmt  .process  of 
reasoning. 

"The  sustaining  of  such  a  decree 
by  a  court  of  equity  would  violate  the 
constitutional  rights  of  the  citizen," 
navK  Justice  Van  Orsdel,  In  referring 
to  Jus  lice  Gould's  injunction  decree. 
"It  would  xnark  the  beginning  of  the 
era  of  judicial  tyranny  by  the  branch 
of  the  government  charged  with  the 
duty  of  protecting  the  citizen  in  his 
con.stitutional  or  legal  rights." 

He  says  further  that  the  clause  in 
.the  constitution  guarjut'-eint.-  free- 
dom of  speech  and  free  press  foriiids 
poifernjitent  censinsl  iit  in  all  forms. 
-It  wo<.ild  be  dilflci  he  ad.ls.  "to 
conceive  of  a  more  effective  -nethod 
of  establishing  a  gover!)ment  censor- 
ship than  through  the  writ  of  injunc- 
tion." 

A  partially  dissentipg  opinion  was 
presented  by  Chief  Justice  Sliei)ard. 
who  held  tliat  the  decree  should  be 
modified  "so  as  to  restrain  the  acts 
only  by  which  other  persons  have 
been  or  mav  be  coer<  ed  into  (casing 
froiak^Mlness  relations  with  the 
BilcSrnRove  and  Range  company," 
but  not  BO  as  to  restrain  the  nublica- 
tion  of  the  name  of  that  c  ompaiiy  in 
the  "We  Don't  Patronize"  col-.-mn  of 
the  American  Federationist,  no  mat- 
ter what  the  object  of  such  publica- 
tion may  be  raspected  or  believed  to 
be.

We 
last  saw  Peter  and  John  In  Samaria, 
working  with  I'liilip,  and  then  on 
their  way  back  to  Jerusalem,  preach- 
ing the  gospel  In  many  villages  of  the 
Samaritans  (vlii,  25).  I'eter  went 
about  a  good  deal,  in  Jesus"  name  win- 
ning souls  and  building  up  the  saints, 
and  now  we  find  him  with  the  saints 
at  Lydda.  It  may  help  some  to  be 
reminded  tliat  (Jud  calls  all  true  be- 
lievers suiutM.  Bee  Rom.  1.  7;  I  Oor. 
1,  2  (omit  ttM?  italics);  Eph.  I,  1;  Phil, 
li  1;  Col,  i,  2,  and  note  th."  tlie  worst 
of  sinners  when  they  truly  receive  tiie 
Ix>rd  Jesus  are  by  His  blotd  equally 
washe<l  and  satsctilitrJ  and  Justifietl 
tl  Cor.  vl.  9-11;  Hob.  x,  10-14).  The 
slantlin;,'  boforc  (J  k1  In  Christ  of  all 
the  redeeuHHl  is  tin-  same,  for  all  are 
members  of  Ills  b«  dy,  a  part  of  Him- 
self. Down  liere  in  our  daily  life  our 
walk  should  c<)rresf)ond  with  our 
standing,  but  the  experience  of  Chris- 
tians Is  not  always  true  Clirlstian  <,'X- 
I>orience,  .so  there  is  room  for  sanctiU- 
catlon  and  growth  in  grace  every  day 
(John  xvii,  17;  II  Pet.  Ui,  18). 

Among  the  saints  at  I.ydda  was  one 
who  had  been  eight  years  in  bed.  sick 
of  palsy,  but  the  power  of  Christ, 
through  I'eter,  gave  him  perfect 
health  in  a  moment,  and  one  result 
was  that  the  whc  >  town  and  neigh- 
borhood turned  to  the  Ixjrd.  We  trust 
that  it  was  with  them  as  with  the 
Thessalonlans,  who  "turned  to  G»xl 
from  idols  to  serve  the  living  and  true 
God  and  to  wait  for  His  Son  from 
heaven"  (I  Thess.  i,  0,  10).  This  inci- 
dent and  other  miracles  of  healing  by 
the  apostles  give  rise  to  such  (jues- 
tlons  as,  Is  the  health  of  the  body  In- 
cluded in  tlw  atonement,  and,  If  so,  why 
are  nut  more  iKjllevers  healed  in  an- 
swer to  pra.ver?  It  is  made  very  plain 
(bat  the  great  atonement  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  includes  the  Ixxly  a.s  well  as  the 
soul  ef  every  true  believer,  and,  more 
than  that,  the  planet  called  earth  on 
which  we  live,  and  in  due  time  the 
whole  earth,  shall  be  filled  with  the 
glory  of  G<xl  and  there  will  be  no 
more  curse  nor  sorrow  nor  crying  nor 
death  on  the  whole  earth  (Isa.  xl,  9; 
Rev.  xxl,  4;  xx,  3).  But  the  creation 
shall  not  have  the  benefit  of  the  atone 
ment  till  the  coming  of  Christ  with  his 
saints,  and  the  saints  must  wait  for 
their  redeemed  bodies  till  the  resur- 
rection of  the  righteous  at  His  coming 
to  the  air  for  His  .saints.  These  two 
events  will  bring  to  the  saints  and  to 
the  earth  tbe  full  benefit  of  the  inde- 
scribable snfTerlngs  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
(Rom.  vill,  lS-2.'?;  Phil.  ill.  20,  21). 

But  what  about  health  now?  The 
great  thing  now  is  to  live  in  the  love  of 
God  and  th<»  will  of  God,  ceasing  all 
strife  about  methods  of  healing  or 
modes  of  baptism  and  whole  beartedly 
seeking  to  hasten  His  kingdom  by  giv- 
ing the  gospel  to  every  creature,  that 
HLs  church  may  tx;  completed  and  that 
He  may  come  araln.  Thus  wholly  oc- 
cupied with  Him  and  His  affairs  we 
can  rely  upon  Him  to  In'Mudo  in  "all 
these  things"  all  the  health  necessary 
in  His  service  to  glorify  Him  (Matt, 
vl,  33).  The  remainder  of  our  lesson 
refers  to  a  dlsrlple  named  Tabitha  or 
Dorcas,  who  lived  at  Joppa,  which  was 
nigh  to  Lydda  (verse  38).  Phe  mani- 
fested her  faith  by  her  works  and  by 
her  self  denying  labors  for  others 
While  wo  are  saved  wholly  thnjugh  tht 
finished  work  of  the  Ix)rd  Jesus  bj- 
faith  alone  without  any  works  of  ours 
1f  it  Is  a  living,  saving  faith  there  will 
certainly  be  manifest  in  otir  lives  the 
good  works  prepared  beforehand  for 
us  to  walk  in  (Rom.  iv,  5;  xii,  1,  2;  Eph. 
ii.  R-10;  Tit.  Ill,  r>,  8). 

This  disciple,  full  of  works  of  faith 
and  labors  of  love,  bees  me  sick  and 
dl*»d.  She  departed  to  be  with  Christ, 
which  is  very  far  better.  Fhe  was  ab- 
sent from  the  iKxly  and  present  with 
the  Lord.  She  bad  really  gained  (Phil. 
I,  21.  23:  II  Cor.  V,  8).  It  would  be 
unscriptural  to  say  that  she  had  gone 
to  her  reward,  for  rewards  are  not 
given  to  the  righteous  at  death,  but  at 
the  coming  of  Christ,  at  the  jndgment 
seat  of  Christ,  which  is  for  the  re- 
deemed only  (Rev.  xxli,  12;  Luke  xlv, 
14).  She  was  in  good  health  and  rest 
Ing  from  her  latiors  in  the  presence  of 
Him  whom  she  so  lovod.  Now.  con- 
sider the  conduct  of  these  other  dis- 
ciples. Peter  Is  sent  for,  and  the  weep- 
ing widows  take  pains  to  show  him  the 
coats  and  garments  which  Dorcas  had 
made.  Peter  pii\:  them  all  out.  and  in 
answer  to  his  prayer  Dorcns  comes 
back  from  the  spirit  world  .ind  re- 
enters the  mortal  body  and  is  given 
back  to  her  weeping  friends.  Well, 
that  certainly  proved,  as  did  the  heal- 
ing of  Aeneas,  that  Jesus  was  still 
alivc^  and  tlie  very  same  Jesus  as  when 
in  His  sojourn  on  earth  He  healed  the 
sick  snd  raised  the  dead.  The  incident 
was  also  the  means  of  leading  msny  to 
believe  in  the  Lord, 

But  co|>8lder  whether  these  weep- 
ing disciples  were  thinking,  more  of 
Dorcas'  welfare  or  their  own  when 
they  so  desired  to  have  her  back  on 
earth,  and  Is  not  all  mourning  for  those 
wbo  are  with  Christ  simply  an  indica- 
tion of  sorrow  for  ourselves?  If  to  the 
believer  "to  die  Is  gain."  what  was  It 

to  Dorcas  or  Lusams  to  retorn?

SUliCC  tbe  adoption  of  amenflinrnts  j 
de&nfjtig  ^  amateur  by  the  Western  l 
Golf  association  there  is  seneral  ccn- 
Btornation  in  ;;olfinj;  circles  among 
players  who  have  partidpatPd  In  va- 
rious forms  of  sports  and  s'araes  for 
osoney  oonsidieratipns.  This  affects 
only  men  who  have  officiated  as 
opllege  coaches  and  referees,  but  those 
\^o  have  participated  in  buwlinn  con- 
t^ta,^  tca^  shooting  events,  tennis  and 
oflber  forms  of  athletic  ;  diversions. 
Ehren  bridge  whist  and  other  forms  of 
qiird  games,  it  is  understood,  come  un- 
the  ban  of  the  latest  nUe  adopted 
Vf  the  W.  O.  A.

It  is  not  likely  ihat  this  radical  rule 
will  be  adopted  \^\  llie  rniled  S!a;es 
Golf  association.  In  liie  event  that  It 
is  adopted,  hoWiV(M-.  it  v*!ll  eliminate 
a  lainiber  of  leading  golfers  of  the 
east  from  amateur  play.  One  of  the 
most  n'ominenr  golfers  who  would  be 
affect'd  by  this  nile  is  .John  jNI.

It  looks  as  though  Darwin's  theory

Mni;.M.ni  of  \ati(mal  History,  jn  Paris. 
It  is  to  these  two  scientists  that  the 
French  government  has  intrusted  the 
iinpurlaat  task,  of  r.'coi:f;U  acting  tht; 
"first  man"  of  La  ChHiielle-.\ux-Saiut8, 
aa  he  was  when  he  lived  and  fought 
and  died  30  or  It!  thoii.-ainl  years  ago. 
This  esflniLite  of  the  i)i  riod  during 
which  the  "first  man"  lived  waa^juade 
by  Prof.  iJbule.  Who  X9oi^^  It^  a»- 
very  conservative. 

Tl-.e  fragmenLsir>-  skeleton  was 
found  lying  in  a  shallow  trench  three 
ya.ds  from  the  entry  to  the  grotto. 
The  sol!  at  the  same  level  as  the  skel 
eton  was  without  remains,  while  the 
soil  above  contaloied  the .  remains  ot 
the  rhinocercis.  reindeer,  hyena  and 
wolf.

OPERATORS  ARE 
AGAINST  RAISE 

Flatly  Refuse  To  Make  New 
Agreemeit. 


UNERS  NOT  SOWED 


Owners  of  Anthracite  Mines  Offer  to 
Renew  Present  Wage  Schedules  For 
Period  of  Three  Years  —  Contend 
That  Higher  Wages  Mean  Higher 
Coal,  Which  Is  knpraetlcabto  Under 
ProMnt  Ind— tftait  CudHiOHf  Hold 
Further  Conference  Today. 

PliU«delplil&,  March  12.  —  Tbo  tm- 
tbraclte  coal  operators  met  the  com- 

mittpp  of  hard  coal  miners  in  the 
Reading  Terminal  building  here  and 
flatly  refused  to  ffrant  the  men  any  of 

•  the  demands  they  laid  before  them, 
and  at  the  same  time  proposed  to  the 
miru>  workers  that  the  present  work- 
ing agreement,  which  will  expire 
March  81,  be  renewed  for  another 
term  of  three  years.  This  decision 
was    not    unexpected   by   the  mine 

'  workers,  as  they  had  long  ago  learn- 
ed that  the  operators  were  against 
making  any  concessions.  Thomas 
Lewis,  president  of  the  T'nlted  Mine 
Workers  of  America,  declined  to  com- 
ment on  the  developments  of  the  day 
beyond  stating  that  he  and  his  com- 
mitteemen will  meet  to  discuss  the 
eiiuation.  The  miners  will  meet  the 
oi)erators  again  Friday  afternoon. 
The  contention  of  the  operators  la 

«.  that  an  acceptance  of  the  terms  pro- 
posed by  the  miners  will  necessitate 
an  advance  in  the  price  of  coal,  which 
is  at  the  present  time  impracticable. 

The  present  agreement,  made  in 
Khw  York  three  years  ago,  when 
John  Mitchell  led  the  miners  In  the 
negotiations,  is  Identical  with  the 
award  of  the  strike  commission  made 
In  1903,after  the  strike  of  1902.  Three 
years  ago  the  miners  made  numerous 
demands,  but  all  were  rejected,  and 
they  accepted  the  renewal  of  the 
strike  commisson  award,  which  is  the 
same  proposition  again  made  by  the 
operators. 

So  far  as  could  be  learned  from  the 
miners,  a  majority  of  the  workers  are 
opposed  to  a  strike,  because  they  feel 
they  are  not  strongly  enough  in- 
trenched to  carry  on  a  campaign  of 
the  magnitude  of  tlmt  of  1900  and 
1902. 

The  deouuids  of  Vb»  miners  em- 
brace the  negotiation  of  an  agree- 
ment between  operators  and  miners 
by  the  terms  of  which  all  disputes 
shall  be  adjusted;  the  recognition  of 
the'  United  Mine  Workers  of  America 
by  the- operators;  the  adoption  of  the 
elght-hoor  (|«y  withoat  redaction  in 
wages;  that  all  coal  shall  be  nUned 
and  paid  for  by  the  ton  of  2,000 
pounds;  that  all  emirtoyea  paid  $1.50 
or  less  a  day  be  giT«i  a  10  per  eent 
and  all  employes  paid  more  than 
91.50  and  less  than  |2  a  day  be  giren 
a  5  per  cent  advance,  and  that  all 
contracts  be  made  for  the  pMlod  of 
one  year.
